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1 . Japanese Patent No. 1 1 -1 00492 (page 4, paragraphs 22 and 23) discloses from 
1-20 wt% of flame retardant including melamine cyanurate and from 0-5 wt% of the 
flame retardant (or 0-1 wt% of the total composition) of an inorganic flame retardant 
such as a metal oxide. The flame retardant in general is held within the broad range to 
balance the fire resistance with the elevated temperature dependability and solder 
thermal resistance. Thus, Japanese '492 establishes the provision of fire resistance 
with elevated temperature dependability and solder thermal resistance by incorporating 
from 1-19 wt% of melamine cyanurate and 1 wt% of metal oxide. 

2. The conclusions based on Table 3 of Japanese '492 cannot be corroborated 
since only Japanese versions thereof are presented in the Japanese patent itself and 
the translation. 

3. The declaration filed April 14, 2005 is not commensurate in scope with the claims 
regarding a representative sampling of the transition Group VIA metal oxide. The 
testing of only tungsten trioxide does not indicate the same performance will result when 
using the other oxides of Group VIA metals such as chromium and molybdenum 
including those with various oxygen contents. Sample A containing 6.00 parts by 
weight of tungsten trioxide and 4.00 parts by weight of melamine cyanurate does not 
correlate to independent claims 12 and 27 denoting smaller proportions of from about 
0.1-2 wt% of tungsten trioxide and from about 0.1-3.5 wt% of melamine cyanurate. 

4. The other flame retardant in Japanese '492 is not confined to the nickel oxide 
(a transition metal oxide) shown in Table 1 on page 6. The other flame retardant 
embraces metal oxides in general according to page 4, paragraph 22, line 2. 
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5. Gallo Patent No. 6,432,540 (col. 1, lines 38-46) ascribes a good full cure, low 
moisture absorption and good high temperature electrical reliability to the use of the 
preferred tungsten trioxide (col. 3, line 12 and col. 4, line 3). Such features are not 
mitigated just because they are designated as improvements over previous flame 
retardants such as antimony trioxide and phosphorus compounds. One of ordinary skill 
in the art would employ the preferred antimony trioxide of Gallo as the metal oxide of 
Japanese '492 in order to provide a good full cure, lower the moisture absorption and 
improve the high temperature electrical reliability, and to provide fire retardance without 
harming the hardenability (Japanese Patent No. 11-269347, page 4, paragraph 11,
